In submitting this report for the year 1930 there is nothing 
to say that is essentially different from that of former years. 
There have been no innovations in any department. 
Operations have been conducted much as usual. 

Comparing records for 1930 with those of former years 
shows it was a most successful year.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN FOR THE YEAR 
1930. 


—————_-_—- 


At the 1930 town meeting $200 was appropriated for the 
purpose of improving the condition of Pittsfield shade trees. 

This work presumedly was turned over to the undersigned 
by the selectmen because of his appointment to the position 
of tree warden of the town. 

While pursuing this work the undersigned has taken 
counsel with the state forester and has ever been willing to 
accept any suggestions from the town that he thought were 
for its best interests. | 

While in conference with the selectmen they advised that 
the trees injured by the ice storm should be taken care of 
with the other work, even if the expense overran the appro- 
priation, as they realized that it was better to try and keep 
the water out before they began to decay. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 


In pursuing this work the writer was fortunate in getting 
the young men that he employed in 1928 and 1929, and the 
writer thinks that there has been all accomplished that could 
be expected for the money expended. While the writer 
might have spent more money, he believes that he should 
keep as near the appropriation as is practical. 

A large amount of dead wood was removed from the trees. 

A large lot of broken limbs and strips were removed. 

A large number of overhanging large limbs were removed 
that were a menace to the public. There was a lot of 
pruning done to allow the street lights to light up better, 
also for the benefit of the trees. 

There has been a number of trees removed that were a 
menace to the public on account of age, the ice storm and 
neglect in the past. 

There were some trees among those on which we worked 
which it was possible to keep intact by bracing together 
certain limbs, which work was done as we came to it. 

There has been a large number of holes filled in the trees 
to keep the water out. 
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PLANTING. 


Sixty-nine trees were set in places where it was desirable 
to have shade trees growing. 

At this time the writer cannot say how many survived the 
dry season, but thinks that the most of them did. 

Of the thirty-four set in 1929 two died, two were run over 
by automobiles; because of this they had to be replaced. 
The trees set in 1927 and 1928 are looking very well. 

The abutters have coéperated with the writer in the work 
as they did in the years past. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


It was, of course, impossible to complete the work of im- 
proving Pittsfield shade trees, and setting new ones on the 
sum used. 

They have been greatly improved in the four years that 
they have been worked on; there is still a lot to be done. 

Namely: there is still a lot of dead limbs to be removed. 
There is a lot of limbs that should be removed for the good 
of the trees, and the protection of the public, to allow the 
street lights to light up better, and to improve the looks of 
Pittsfield. 

Many new shade trees should be planted, some to take the 
place of some which will soon die, some to fill in where there 
has not been any trees. 

There is still a lot of trees which should be removed, for 
the protection of the public, and new ones set in their place. 

I believe the work of improving Pittsfield’s shade trees 
should be continued on a plan somewhat similar to that of 
1927, 1928, 1929 and 1930.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FORESTRY 
COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR 1930. 
To the Citizens of Pittsfield: 

Your Town Committee respectfully submits the following 
report: 

The town of Pittsfield owns four separate tracts of land, 
three of these being given to the town, namely, the Dr. F. H. 
Sargent tract, the Dustin and Barker tract, and the F. P. 
Green tract. The fourth is the Pest House tract, so-called, 
owned by the town for perhaps twenty-five years or more. 

In 1925 there were 2,700 three-year-old white pine trans- 
plants set out on the Sargent tract; in 1928 there were 1,200 
four-year-old white pine transplants set on this tract, and in 
1929 there were 480 four-year-old transplants of the white 
pine set on this tract. The white pine blister rust has 
infected this lot of pines. In 1925 there were 800 three- 
year-old white pine transplants set on the Pest House tract. 
In 1928 there were 125 four-year-old white pine transplants 
set on this tract, and in 1929 there were 120 four-year-old 
white pine transplants set out on this tract. 

The white pine blister rust has infected this lot of pine. 

The trees set on these two lots in 1925 were furnished by 
the Pittsfield Women’s Club, the labor donated by a number 
of Pittsfield men, dinner being furnished by the Women’s 
Club. 

The Women’s Club has also given $15 toward the care of 
the Sargent tract since. | 

In 1926 there were 5,000 three-year-old white pine trans- 
plants set on the Dustin and Barker tract. In 1927 there 
were 13,000 four-year-old white pine transplants set on this 
same tract. In 1928 there were 3,775 four-year-old white 
pine transplants set on this tract, while again, in 1929, 
4,000 more four-year-old white pine transplants were set on 
this tract. There is a lot of blister rust infection in this 
tract which has killed a quantity of young pines. 

There has been quite a lot of pruning done and some 
thinning out, along with cutting out a number of birches, 
which were whipping the buds off the pine. 
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There has not been any money expended on these tracts in ° 
1930. 
We recommend that the control of the white pine blister 
rust be continued.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


\ 
To the Pittsfield School Board: 

This, my eighth annual report as superintendent of 
schools, will, besides dealing with the usual statistics, 
discuss briefly our most fundamental current educational 
problem: ‘‘ How to make the school fit the child.” 

In the early history of the human race all education was 
informal, each child being handled as an individual, but, as 
time went on and the possibilities of group instruction were 
gradually realized and used, the groups became larger and 
the instruction more and more formal. As schools were 
developed the tendency was for them to become more and 
more machine-like. Probably all instructors have always 
realized that it was their function to train the individual 
child, yet as the schools became better organized there was 
greater and greater pressure upon them to lose sight of the 
individual in thinking of the school and of society as a whole. 
Often in the past have we heard the expression, ‘‘For the 
good of the school,’”’ but in the modern school. we think not 
only of it but of the child. The old school was a passive one 
whose function was to teach children to conform to Society, 
but the new school is an active one whose aim is the maxi- 
mum growth of individuality. The slogan of this newer 
school is, ‘‘The School for the Child.” 

This newer philosophy of education has a marked effect 
on methods of discipline. The older concept was to obtain 
good conduct through autocratic control; the newer, through 
self-control. In the old school a child behaved because he 
had to; in the new he behaves because he wants to. Not so 
many years ago a teacher was called successful in discipline 
if she ‘‘made them mind.’”’ Today the teacher is consid- 
ered successful in discipline only when she has so influenced 
the children that they want to conduct themselves as they 
should. 

In methods of instruction the principle is the same—it is 
the teacher’s duty to so handle the situation that the child 
will want to learn because of his natural or cultivated in- 
terests. 
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In choice of subject matter child interest is again the ori- 
enting center of the new program. ‘The interests of the 
child are used in determining what shall be taught at a 
particular time. 

As an illustration, a group of children are taught e ex- 
ercise self-control while working together without disturbing 
others on the problem of finding out about the regions 
around the South Pole, in order that they may write inter- 
esting letters to Rear-Admiral Byrd. In this setting they 
want to behave because they are happily engaged in an 
interesting activity. (Discipline.) They are interested in 
getting information from papers, books, conversations, 
magazines, snapshots, and moving pictures. (Methods of 
Instruction.) They learn about Antarctica when they are 
interested in Byrd and his trip. (Subject Matter.) 

The most conservative of the old school believed only in 
control; the most radical of the new school believe only in 
freedom; the ideal of the Pittsfield schools is freedom with 
control—creative self-expression with tolerant understand- 
ing. In keeping with this newer ideal our schools are being 
administered with the realization on the part of superin- 
tendent and teachers that it is the function of these schools 
not only to adjust the pupils to the laws and needs of society 
but to develop to the greatest extent possible in each in- 
dividual child his God-given powers of self-control, initia- 
tive, self-expression and creation. |

PROMOTIONS. 


During the year 357 pupils were promoted to the next 
grade and 25 only, or 6.5 per cent, failed of promotion. 
Any rate of failure below seven per cent is generally accepted 
as good. Ten of the twenty-five who failed were in the 
first grade, where the epidemic of chicken pox made steady 
work for many impossible. The large number in this grade 
makes it impossible for one teacher to give all of them the 
individual attention that is necessary for standard work. 
This problem may soon deserve the serious consideration 
of the school board.

EIGHTH-GRADE TESTS. 


Last June all eighth-grade pupils took standard tests in 
ten subjects: spelling, reading, vocabulary, arithmetic 
computation, arithmetic reasoning, grammar, language

usage, literature, history and geography. The same tests 
were taken by about 23,000 eighth-grade pupils scattered 
throughout thirty-five states. The median score for this 
supervisory union was 136.5, which was slightly higher than 
the median for the country as a whole, 135.3, or for New 
Hampshire, 133.

HEALTH SUPERVISION.

- The small number of uncorrected defects listed on the 
accompanying report of the school nurse shows that the 
health needs of our pupils are well attended to. Our 
school nurse deserves much credit for this condition.

HIGH SCHOOL REPORT. 


PiTTsFIELD, N. H.,

Dear Sir: 

In accordance with our anticipated increase in enroll- 
ment, 103 pupils reported for school in September, 66 from 
Pittsfield and 37 from adjoining towns. The increase in our 
facilities provided recently enabled us to accommodate this 
number. If it were not for the foresight of those in author- 
ity we would have been unable to provide equipment and 
supplies for this increase of 17 pupils in the past three years. 
Any further increase will necessitate additional equipment. 

During the summer the toilet equipment was replaced 
and modernized, new drinking fountains were installed in 
both the toilets and on the main floor. A new hood for gas 
experiments was built in the laboratory. Fuel gas was 
installed and the laboratory tables provided with bunsen 
burners. All of these improvements have added to our 
efficiency and make the school life more pleasant. 

The textbooks and supplies have been added to in order 
to keep our work up-to-date. Owing to the inerease in en- 
rollment, many new texts had to be obtained to supplement 
those on hand. A new encyclopedia was purchased, and 
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is in constant use. New reference books have been added 
and magazines obtained for use in classes. In order that 
these things can be efficiently used it would be well to pro- 
vide space for a school library. 

During the past year four prizes have been offered to 
pupils -of the school by local organizations and private 
citizens. The spirit in which they were offered and the 
added incentive to the pupils has made them a commendable 
motivation to our work. ' 

The past two senior classes have enjoyed trips to Washing- 
ton during the spring recess. It has proven to be a highly 
profitable educational project due to the persistent energy 
of the classes. I feel that it is a very desirable addition 
to our regular school work. 

School banking is now in its second year, and the high 
percentage of pupils forming this thrift habit is very com- 
mendable. At the present rate of saving the high school 
will have banked over $700 before the end of the school year. 

The only change in the teaching force of the school this 
year is Mr. J. Harold Smith, taking the place of Mr. Peter 
Gaskill. Mr. Smith is a superior teacher and has taken a 
keen interest in his work. : 

There has been no change in the courses of study. The 
standard of work has been kept up to the former high level 
as determined by standardized tests. Our graduates are 
admitted to many prominent colleges upon recommenda- 
tion. In order that we may continue to meet the needs of 
our pupils we ask for the codperation of the parents in our 
mutual problem.

I feel that there has been much real 
progress made in all the phases of our music work, but most 
satisfactory of all is the attitude that the children have. 
They are keenly interested, very enthusiastic and eager to 
learn more of the subject, especially about the great com- 
posers, the great compositions and the artists. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


Soon after my report last year we organized a Rhythm 
Band in the primary room, which proved very popular with 
the children as well as successful from the drill standpoint. 
The instruments were purchased with money from the 
operetta fund. 

This year we are doing more written work, and very soon 
now we will begin work on elementary ear training. 

The lessons on appreciation are extremely popular, and 
I have purchased some much needed victrola records for 
these lessons with money from the operetta fund. 


MEMORIAL SCHOOL. 


I want to speak especially of the work of the boys in this 
building. Since my last report Mrs. Davis and I have been 
putting great stress on the bass part. With money from 
the operetta fund I purchased a set of paper covered books 
which have been a great help in this work. The other regu- 
lar work for these grades has been carried on as usual, and 
we are doing some ear training written work, which is new 
this year.

The classes here are being carried on the same as last 
year. Ninety-three of the pupils elected the Chorus Music 
Class, and twenty-one of the junior class of twenty-two 
elected the course in Music History and Appreciation. 
These facts prove, I think, my statement of last year that 
the children are interested in the music course. 


RURAL SCHOOLS. 


I am pleased to report good progress in both of these 
schools. The children read music well and at present are 
doing nicely with their written work. Much credit for the 
work done in these schools should be given to their own 
teachers who carry on the work during the week. :

REPORT OF PLAYGROUND DIRECTOR. 


January 22, 1931. 
Mr. L. B. BapGEr, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Pittsfield, N. H. 
Dear Sir: | 

On June 23, I came to Pittsfield to look over the equip- 
ment, which was in fair condition. The slide and swings 
were varnished and placed in good order. 

On June 30, every piece of equipment was set out. The 
swings, giant-stride, etc., were tested for safety. 

On July 1, Miss Emma Adams and I assumed the duties 
of assistant and director respectively. 

Baseball, basketball, volley ball, peggy ball, football, 
tether ball, swimming, tennis, track, and some new novelty 
games were introduced by the instructors. 

Tournaments were held in horseshoes, peggy ball, tennis, 
and tether ball, in which the majority of the children 
participated. 

. Swimming classes were carried on as usual, and a new 
diving board was erected at Big Pine Swimming Hole. 
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Very often the children were taken to Loon Pond and to 
Suncook Pond, where the swimming is much better. 

A baseball team represented the playground in games with 
teams from Camp Wingo, Barnstead, and Concord. 

Tennis was again an outstanding sport, and a Junior 
Tournament for both girls and boys, and a Senior Tourna- 
ment for both girls and boys, took place. The winners of 
the tournament were presented cups. The tennis courts 
are in very good condition as a result of their being rolled 
every day and the weeds salted to prevent their growth. 
Two tennis rackets were restrung and placed in Al condition. 

During the latter part of July, the usual masquerade took 
place. A larger number of children than usual partici- 
pated, one hundred and two being in costume. An enter- 
tainment took place and each of the children in costume 
received a box of ice cream. The masquerade was very 
largely attended by the townspeople. 

Miss Adams continued her classes in sewing and basketry, 
and at an exhibition at Trace’s Store the results were proven 
both in quantity and quality of work done. 

The annual field day took place late in August. This 
year the competition was more keen than usual, a division 
being made between junior and senior boys and junior and 
senior girls. | 

A number of improvements were made, among them; 
moving the slide to a place in the shade, moving the volley 
ball court, the erection of three new'baby swings, the moving 
of the sand box, and in the general conduct of the children. 
For the first time definite steps were taken to use the track, 
and much interest was shown by the children. 

In closing I wish to thank the people of Pittsfield for their 
interest and codperation with both Miss Adams and myself 
in our work at the playground.
